General Bradley of Coffeevilie, who led the 
strikers at Belleville last August, tele- 
graphed some of his friends here last night 
that he would arrive in a day or two. 
The strikers are very bitter against Gen- 
eral Manager Brush of the Big Muddy 
Mine. Many of the men who have quit 


work are Americans and are much more 
dangerous as adversaries than the foreign- 
ers who usually threaten during coal 
strikes. 

They resent the filling of their places by 
‘olored men for one thing, and while they 
are far easier to reason with than the for- 
eigners, they are more explicit and deter- 
mined in their demands. 
The negro miners are armed with Win- 
chester rifles and are corralled near the 
mines, about a mie from town. 
The strikers who come from around Car- 
terville slept last night in any place they 
could find that offered shelter. The Car- 
terville miners who had spare room took in 
as many as their houses would hold. 

In a large hall over SROMDRON & saloon 
many of the men slept last night. 
The strikers claim they have arms of no 
kind. The sheriff and*a posse of 30 men 
are guarding the miners. Superintendent 
Brush refuses to see any committees from 
the ranks of the strikers. 
W. T. Morris of Duquoin, member of the 
State Executive Board of the Illinois mine 
workers’ organization, is here now and as 
the day grows on his influence can be seen 
at work among the miners for a peaceful 
settlement of the trouble. 
He does not anticipate a collision between 
strikers and the men at work and says 
thera will be no difficulty if some of Man- 
ager Brush’s men do not carry out a threat 
to fire upon the strikers at the first chance. 
Morris says that Brush is now working at 
a bigger expense than if he were paying the 
scale demanded of him and. that he will 
goon see that the best thing for him to do 
is to get rid of the Tennessee men and 
take back ‘his old hands. 
A féderal injunction is standing against 
Morris, retraining him from assembling 
and addressing crowds upon the highways 
of Illinois, but he says that he is confident 
that if he had access to and could address 
the men now in the Big Muddy shaft he 
could win them over to his side of the con- 
troversy, but it is impossible for, him to see 
the men at. work. The shaft is patrolled 
and the strikers do not visit the town. 
Manager Brush told the Post-Dispatch re- 
orter this morning that he feared no trou- 
bid of any sort. 
‘‘My men are armed sufficiently to protect 
their own and the companies’ interests,”’ 
he gaid, ‘“‘but I do not think they will be 
called upon to use their weapons. The 
miners of Williamson County are out of 
work solely because they violated a con- 
tract with me, and they realize the weak- 
ness of their position. I gave them fair 
warning three weeks ago before T brought 
these colored men from Tennessee, but they 
paid no attention to it. 
‘‘Yesterday they proposed to bear the ex- 
pense of sending these men back home and 
returning to work at the money I offered 
them, but I refused the proposition. There 
will be no trouble. I am going to win the 
fight.’’ 
"At noon the village of Carterville was 
as peaceful as a country graveyard, The 
town is full of saloons, but there {gs no 
drinking going on. Several hundred str:kers 
are idling in the Main street, but all are 
ood-natured, and no attempt is made to 
Tienerse them by the village officials. A

MAJOR FRED BELL’S PLAN 
‘FOR NEW RECRUITING. 


More Than 1700 Men Wanted Before 
the Work of Enlistment Can Be- 
gin Under the President’s 
Second Call. 


Rev. P. G. Davidson, rector of St. James’ 


Episcopal Church, at Macon, Mo., visited 
Jefferson Sarracks during the sojourn 
there of the Missouri! regiments and made a 
careful survey of the arrangements for the 
care of the Missourl soldiery. 

In his memorial day address, in St. James’ 
Church, Monday, Mr. Davidson startled his 
hearers by the following eloquent descrip- 
tion of the misery and wretchedness he en- 
countered at the barracks: 

“In our own State of Missouri several! 
thousand young men were hurriedly called 
out before any preparation was made for 
them. They were herded jnto abandoned 
passenger coaches and conveyed to Jeffer- 
son Barracks without any equipment what- 
ever. There was hunger and weariness 
upon that journey, and the ith Regiment, 
which contains a company of students from 
Columbia College, had to sleep on the bare 
ground in the falling rain, and were nearly 
“A hours without food. 

“Had it not been for the loyalty and pity 
of the good women of St. Louis many of 
our brave boys would have sickened and 
perhaps died of insufficient food and pro- 
tection, for there was confusion, suffering, 
incredible fatigue, filth and neglect for the 
cultured sons of Missouri at Camp Steph- 
ens, 

“Do not think T have overdrawn this pic- 
ture. I myself have stood in that hideous 
camp within the past week. I have trod- 
den its foul streets and looked upon the 
flithy, mildewed straw which made the sol- 
diers’ bed. I have seén the vast amount 
of inconvenience they have suffered, but 
im spite of all this, in those youthfu! faces, 
sO care-worn, sO Weary, So stained, I be- 
held the glad light of a high purpose and 
a grand courage. And I knew that while 
Missouri may possibly be ashamed of her 
politicians, she will never be ashamed of 
her soldier boys. 

“But while | was there the word was 
given out that a mefcetfu!l Government had 
ordered the Missouri reconcentrados away 
from the hunger, filth and misery of Camp 
Stephens; so I went with tear-dimmed eyes, 
indignant and sick at heart, down to the 

reat Union Depot to bid the brave fel- 
OWs a good-by and give them God's bless- 
ing before they left.’’ 


MORE MISSOURI SOLDIERS. 


Major Bell’s Preparations to Recruit 
Up the Present Regiments. 
Adjutant-General Bell has formulated and 
put into operation a plan to recruit the 
Missouri regiments and Battery A up to the 
rew footing ordered ‘by the War Depart- 

ment. 

The orders from Washington are to enlist 
enough men for the commands now in the 
field to increase the strength of each com- 
pany to 106 men, 

For the battery 1745 are required. 

The present membership is: Infantry com- 
panies, 81, and battery, 125. 

The approximate number of new men 
wunied from Missouri is 1702, 

Gen. Bell’ will recruit for each company 
in the town where it was originally formed, 
so that men coming in under the new order 
w.ll know who their ofiicers and fellow 
soldiers are to be, 

He has written to a personal friend in 
each company. district askin the friend 
to take charge of the recruiting, and the 
work will begin at once. 

Four hundred men will be raised in St. 
Louis for the Ist Regiment and Battery A, 
and Kansas City will be asked to furnish 
60 recruits for her two regiments, the 3d 
and ith. 

Gen. Bell has asked the War Department 
to detail Majors Hardeman and Moore 
and Lieut.’ Fuller to assist him in this work. 

Lieut. Fuller has been recommended by 
Missourians for promotion to Major. When 
he receives his new commission, after fin- 
ishing the recruiting work here. he will 
be agsigned to the ist Missouri Regiment. 

The St. Louis office for Ist regiment and 
Rattery A recruits will be opened as soon 
as the War Department complies with Gen. 
Bell’s request for assistance. 

Nothing will be done towards answering 
the second call for volunteers in Missouri 
until the regiments now in the fleld are 
fitted up. 

The recruits will be sent to St. 
fast as enlisted, and theg/will camp at Jef- 
ferson Barracks,. where they will be mus-

James Underwood Drank Diluted 
Prussic Acid for Water and Died, 


James Underwood, a traveling salesman 
for the Champenots Jewelry Manufacturing 
Co. of Newark, N. J., accidentally drank 
poison Monday afternoon and died a few 
minutes later, as was told in the 7 o’cluc 
edition of the Post-Dispatch, 

Underwood, on his semi-annuai tripe to 
St. Louis, stopped at the Southern ovel, 
but he made the store of the F. H. Nie- 
haus Jewelry (€o., 312 ‘North Sixth street, 
his headquarters, his relations with mem- 
bers of the firm being particularly cordial. 
It was there that he took the fatal dose, 

Monday afternoon, when talking to Mr. 
Em!! Niehaus, about 4 o'clock, a customer 
entered and Mr: Niehaus walked to the 
front of the store to wait on him. Accus- 
tomed to making himself at home about 
the place, Mr. Underwood went into a 
rear room in search of a drink of water 
He found a large crock filled with fluid and 
drank it. 

fejoining Mr. Niehaus, Mr. Underwood 

remarked on the “bitter taste of the water 
in the crock back there.” Mr. Niehaus 
realized at once What had happened. The 
crock was filled with a solution of cyanide 
of potassium used for cleaning silverware. 
He told Mr. Underwood to drink a lot of 
water to further dilute the stuff he had 
swallowed, and tn the meantime a hurried 
call was sent out for doctors and an ambu- 
nce, 
But the deadly drug had already done its 
work. Before even a drink of water could 
be given the unfortunate man he staggered 
and fell to the floor unconscious. He wag 
hurried to the City Dispensary, but he waa 
practically dead when he reached there, and 
died on the operating table. The body was 
sent to the Morgue. 

Deceased was S:years aid, and a bachelor. 
The body will b® shipped to his home at 
Newark. Two sample cases of jewelry, 
ete., Valued at $50,000, will remain at the

RESULT OF A BATTLE 
WITH WILLIAM NORWEIN. 


ROTH MEN EMPLOYED AT RICE, 
STIX & CO”S, WHERE THE 
FIGHT OCCURRED, 


W. N. BAYLISS, PEACEMAKER, 
WOUNDED IN THE ARM. 


Struggle Ricnebt to the Death on the 
Fifth Floor of the Great Whole- 
sale Dry Goods House, With 
Only One Witness. 


Egbert M. Peck, 23 years old, living at 4308 
Olive street, is at St. Luke’s Hospital with 
severe knife wounds in his face, breast and 
shoulders, the result of a savage attack 
made wpon him Monday afternoon at his 
place of employment. 

The hospital autherities are reticent 
about discussing the young man’s condi- 
tion, but it is believed his injuries will not 
prove fatal, although his face is terribly 


lacerated and may be disfigured for life. 
This is the sequel to a quarrel Monday af- 
ternoon between two employes of the Rice- 
Stix Dry Goods Co., on the fifth floor of the 
company's building, Eleventh and Washing- 
ton avenue. W. N. Bayliss is another vic- 
tim of the trouble, While acting as peace- 
maker he was cut in the arm and painfully 
injured, 
tie was an eyewitness to the difficulty 
start to finish. He gave the following

version of the affair toa Post-Dispatch re- 


porter, who — at Rice, Stix & Co.’s 
building Tuesday: 

“*T heard William Norwein and Mr. Peck, 
salesmen.in the hosiery department, argu- 
ing about the ownership of a desk s ol 
which Norwein was occupying. Norwein 
refused to give it up, but Peck firmly in- 
sisted, and hot words followed, leading to 
blows. 

“Norwein struck first, when Peck made 
a fierce rush at his gs Age es landing his 
fist several times on his jaw. Then both 
men clinched. All the while I thought it 
was only a harmless encounter and con- 
cluded to attend to my own business and 
not interfere. 

“Rut Norwein reached down in his pocket, 
and believing he intended to draw a nife I 
rushed toward him. He stepped back a few 
feet as I approached and then made a des- 
perate lunge at his antagonist. The knife 
blade plerced Peck’s jaw and the blood 
flowed freely. : 

“Tf couldn't eee the weapon in Norwein's 
hand, although he drew his arm back and 
forth at a lightning rate, every time slash- 
ing Peck in the face, breast or shoulder. 
At a favorable opportunity I grabbed him 
around the waist and pleaded with him to 
desist, 

“Though Peck ‘was in a pitiful plight, he 
still wanted to ‘fight. As he struck out 
faintly, Norwein attempted to retaliate and 
in doing so plunged the blade into my arm, 
inflicting a cut three inches long. 

‘There were only a few clerks on the floor 
at the time, and they didn’t hear my calls 
for assistance. The struggle was in pro- 
gress about seven minutes and was terrific 
while it lasted. -Peck was in horrible shape 


and a tragedy might have occurred had I 
not finally managed to separate them, To 
look at poor Peck was sickening. 

“A physician was summoned, who dressed 
Peck’s injuries, which I understand he pro- 
nounced not fatal. Norwein put on hig hat 
and coat and walked out of the store. 

“‘Refore being removed to St. Luke’s Hos- 
pital, Peck expressed himself unwilling to 
prosecute, and I presume that is the rea- 
son Norwein was not arrested or the police 
notified of the deplorable incident.”’ 

Mr. Bayliss told the story with much re- 
luctance and only after being informed 
that his name was connected with the 
trouble,
